Secretary of State Dean Ru sk 
will greet the 8 6 -y ear-old German 
leader at Andrews Air Force Base 
and will ride with him to Blair 
Hou se, 
the 
President's 
gu est 
hou se. 
President Kennedy will official­ 
ly 
greet 
his gu est 
Wednesday 
morning on the lawn of the White 
Hou se, where the chancellor will 
receiv e m ilitary honors. The two 
will then begin the first session 
of their two-day conference. 
Sev eral ideas hav e circu lated on 
what the West shou ld propose to 
the Sov iet Union regarding Ber- 


ment in principle among the fou r 
Western powers directly interest­ 
ed in the fate of the Commu nist- 
encircled city . 
These ideas range from the su g­ 
gestion to propose a conference on 
the G erm an qu estion in genral 
to less ambitiou s ones that deal 
only with access rights to the city 
or with maintaining Berlin's sta­ 
tu s qu o. 
Adv ocates of a general Germ an 
discu ssion argu e that now. after 
the Sov iet back down on the re­ 
mov al of missiles from Cu ba, the 
West is in a more fav orable posi­ 
tion than it has been in since 19 58 
—when Sov iet Prem ier Khru sh­ 
chev first ask ed the West to giv e 
u p Berlin. 


Among these adv ocates are spe­ 
cialists 
who 
believ e 
the 
West 
shou ld insist that any Berlin set 
tlement mu st inclu de the city as 
a 
whole—not 
only 
its Western 
part, as the Sov iets proposed. 
Others who prefer a step by 
step approach say that the Krem 
lin might now be willing to con 
sider international control of Ber­ 
lin’s access rou tes, with both East 
and West Germ any play ing some 
clearly defined minor role. 
This idea earlier was rejected 
by Moscow. It took a personal ex ­ 
planation by Ru sk to Adenau er

chancellor that setting u p of su ch 
a control body wou ld not repre­ 
sent recognition of the Commu nist 
East German regime.

His salary was increased

arriv al here u ntil now, when at 
$9 ,6 00 per y ear, it is the highest 
paid to any city official. 
Hired at $450 a month in Jan­

Hay es’ salary 
was 
raised sev eral times by acts of

During th e six to eigh t month s th at will 
pass before th e Surgedn General’s Advisory 
C » mmittee on Smoking and Health reports, 
tie touch y subject of smoking will be un­ 
touch ed. Th e truth is not easy to determine 
If th e committee report confirms wh at no 
longer is an issue — th at immoderate use 
of tobacco is as dangerous to h ealth as im­ 
moderate use of alcoh ol and food — th e 
truth still won’t be self-evident. 
Th e truth is th at tobacco h as been linked 
nv circumstantial evidence to lung cancer, 
wh ich is such a dreaded affliction it over­ 
sh adows wh at probably is tobacco’s most 
dangerous side-effect — circulatory ailments. 


Th is h as distorted th e clear picture of th e 
tobacco problem. 
Th e clear picture would sh ow tobacco to 
be like oth er substances on th e earth th at 
h uman beings enjoy but wh ich are potential­ 
ly dangerous if used in too large q uantities. 
Alcoh ol, even food, also can be abused,with 
dangerous effects. 
Th e problem is one of beh avior. Wh at 
compulsions drive h uman beings to eat too 
much ? 
If th e Surgeon General s Advisory Com- 
m ttee on Smoking and Health fails to come 
to grips with reasons for ex cess, it won’t 
h ave come to grips with th e problem at all.

During th e ’30s h e was direct­ 
ed by th e Soviet Communist par­ 
ty to specialize in American in­ 
dustry . He went to Detroit. Th ere 
h e worked in th e open h earth di­ 
vision of a famous automobile 
plant. 
At about th e same time h e 
studied metallurgy as an ex ch ange 
student in Pittsburgh ’s Carnegie 
Institute of Tech nology . 
With th is specialty beh ind h im, 
h e returned to Russia. Th ere th e 
party assigned h im to th e Rus­ 
sian 
labor 
“movement.” 
Th ey 
moved h im up fast. By 1944 h e 
was president of th e All-Union 
Central Council of Trade Unions. 
Th e war was ending and th e 
Soviet policy was aimed at seiz­ 
ing control of organized labor 
across th e world. 
Th is 
sh ould 
lead to control of industry by gen­ 
eral strike action — and th en, as 
in Czech oslovakia, control of th e 
government in devastated lands. 


IT WAS THEN h e organized 
th e WFTU. He was ordered to 
go to th e United Nations organ­ 
izing sessions in San Francisco 
He and th e present WFTU lead­ 
er, Louis Saillant, arrived in New 
York. 
Wartime transcontinental 
travel accommodations were as 
scarce 
as 
fulfilled 
Russian 
pledges. U.S. labor men were find­ 
ing it difficult to get to San 
Francisco. But it was easily ar­ 
ranged for Kuznetsov and Saillant.

day s in San Francisco. But th ose 
of us wh o kept close watch on 
Kuznetsov’s efforts to build a

as a rough 
enemy . 
It is h ard to believe th at Kuz­ 
netsov was sent h ere to do any ­ 
th ing but talk us completely out 
of 
our efforts 
to denuclearize 
Cuba. 


election h as received so much at­ 
tention as a basis for comparison, 
it is interesting to note th at after 
th e bank h oliday and deep depres­ 
sion of 1933, th e election of 1934 
furnish ed th e first opportunity for 
th e voters to ex press th emselves 
on th at issue. 
Th ey were not only sh owing 
th eir resentment against th e Re­ 
publican party for allegedly h av­ 
ing brough t on th e economic deb­ 
acle, but th ey were impressed by 
th e efforts made by th e Roosevelt 
administration to bring recovery . 
Th at’s wh y in th e 1936 election th e 
Democratic 
party 
actually in­ 
creased its seats in th e House of 
Representatives from 322 in 1934 
to 333 in 1936. 
But two y ears later th e turn 
came. 
Th e people 
became im­ 
patient over th e failure of th e New 
Deal to wipe out unemploy ment. 
Large numbers of voters also dis­ 
approved of President Roosevelt’s 
attempt to tamper with th e Su­ 
preme Court. Accordingly , in th e 
1938 off-y ear election, th e Demo­ 
cratic membersh ip in th e House of 
Representatives dropped from 333 
to 262. Th is loss of 71 seats was a 
crush ing blow for New Dealism or 
“liberalism.” It was th en th at th e 
present-day coalition really began 
to rule Congress. 
Significantly , in th e presidentiai- 
election y ear of 1940 — due to th e 
continued rise of th e conservative 
trend — th e Democratic strength 
in th e h ouse increased by only five 
seats to a total of 267. 
Th e Democrats didn’t ach ieve 
th at h eigh t again for 18 y ears. It 
was just four y ears ago th at th e 
discontent of th e voters over th e 
1957 economic recession enabled 
th e 
Democrats 
to 
move 
th eir 
membersh ip in th e h ouse up to 
28 3. 
So, with th e ex ception of th e 
1958 
election, 
th e 
Democratic 
party h as not since gone bey ond 
th e 267 figure it obtained in 1940. 
But, to be realistic, it is neces­ 
sary to subtract from every one of 
th ese Democratic majorities since 
1938 
any wh ere 
from 95 to 106 
Democratic votes from th e South ­ 
ern States. Th ere are now 11 Re­ 
publican members of th e h ouse 
from th e South . 


THE UNITED STATES main­ 
tains, th erefore, a conservative 
legislative body , and all th e talk 
about h ow a few so-called “lib­ 
erals” h ere and th ere now can put 
th rough really radical legislation 
is not persuasive. 
Wh en th e ch ips are down a nd 
some crucial measure likely to af­ 
fect th e economic situation ad­ 
versely is proposed by th e admin­ 
istration, even many of th ese “lib­ 
erals” will run to cover by failing 
to vote. 
Off-y ear elections are usually in­ 
terpreted by th e partisans to suit 
th eir own wish es. Th us, th e Demo­ 
cratic straegy today seems to be 
to emph asize th e results of last 
week as a Kennedy victory be­ 
cause th e administration didn’t 
lose as many seats as incumbent 
administrations h ave lost before in 
off-y ear elections. 
Th e truth probably is th at th e 


economic situation in generu* Is 
about th e same as it was at th e 
time of th e I960 election and th at, 
if th e Cuban situation h ad not stir­ 
red many voters to go to th e polls, 
th e Democratic party migh t h ave 
sustained bigger losses in 
t h e 
House of Representatives. 
About all th e congressional elec­ 
tion of 1962 can be interpreted to 
mean is th at th e two parties re­ 
tain relatively th e same strength 
as th ey h ad two y ears ago, and 
th at th e nation will really see a 
battle between th em in 1964, with 
th e outcome largely dependent on 
wh eth er th e country is in a re­ 
cession or moving up to a better 
economic level th an prevails to­ 
day .

Khrushchev’s proposal have been 
blocked by Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro’s refusal of such checks by 
the United Nations or any other 
foreign agency. Soviet First Depu­ 
ty Premier Anastas I. Mikoyan 
apparently has not changed the 
Cuban leader’s position although 
Mikoyan’s visit to Havana now 
has stretched into its 11th day. 
The necessity of on-site inspec­ 
tion was believed lessened by a 
U.S. Navy report that checks at 
sea showed 42 missiles headed 
back to the Soviet Union aboard 
Soviet ships. 


U.S. authorities believe the mis­ 
sile menace from Cuba has been 
virtually 
eliminated, but they 
stress that the two dozen or more 
Soviet IL28 bombers still in Cuba 
can carry nuclear bombs.

There is a 
distance of more than 600 feet, 
lor instance, between Lincoln and 
Lundy on State St. From Broad­ 
way to Lundy, the distance is 
about 300 feet. I challenge any­ 
one to tell me how the flow of 
traffic can be kept going evenly 
from east to west 
and at 
the 
same time from west to east!" 
Feiler said that in downtown Al­ 
liance the traffic flows smoothly 
where the city blocks are about 
the same size, but that on the 
other hand in the Mount Union 
area where the size of one block 
varies quite a bit from the next, 
the traffic situation is somewhat 
like that on State St. here.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
winner — and new champion of 
Ohio’s high school gridirons — 
Toledo Central Catholic. 


Coach Tom McHugh’s unbeaten- 
untied Irish made a runaway of 
the final Associated Press poll to­ 
day as they replaced Niles Mc­ 
Kinley on the throne and won a 
leg on the Rutgers Hall of Fame 
trophy. 


Central Catholic, first team out­ 
side the northeastern district ever 
to take the title, picked up 33 
first-place votes and piled up 524 
points on the 10-9-8-etc. basis as 
an unprecedented 64 sports edi­ 
tors balloted in the final ratings. 
The Irish won by 187 poll points 
over W a r r e n Harding, which 
jumped from fourth to the runner- 
up spot. The way was cleared for 
Ben Wilson’s Panthers as Niles, 
second last week, was tied 12-12 
by 1958 champion Alliance, and 
third-place Admiral King of Lo­ 
rain was handed its first setback 
by Sanndusky by a rousing 38-6 
count. 


While the other leaders were 
falling, Central Catholic breezed 
by Toledo Macomber 32-6, and 
Warren whitewashed Akron East 
40-0. 
Lorain Admiral King was the 
only one of last week’s top 10 to 
drop from the list. Alliance, beat- 
ten by Lima Central and sixth- 
ranked Toledo DeVilbiss and tied 
by third-rated Niles, moved into 
the vacated spot. 
The Warren-Niles-Sandusky race 
for second was a dilly. Only a few 
points separated them. Middle­ 
town, with one of the state’s most 
explosive offenses, was fifth, fol­ 
lowed by DeVilbiss, Steubenville, 
Cincinnati Roger Bacon, Cleve­ 
land St. Ignatius and Alliance. 
Only three of the top 10, Toledo 
Central, Roger Bacon and St. Ig­ 
natius, have clean records—all 
the others having been beaten or 
tied. 
This and that: 
Of the previous 15 polls, 12 win­ 
ners came from Stark County. 
Massillon won nine times — the 
Tigers got a single poll point this 
year—Canton McKinley (idle this 
season) twice, and Alliance once. 
The 1947 inaugural went to Bar­ 


berton, the 1957 crown to Cleve­ 
land Benedictine, and the 1961 
laurels to Niles McKinley, to break 
the Stark County monopoly. 
Toledo Central has a date with 
Toledo St. Francis next Sunday— 
but even an upset by the Saints 
couldn’t shake the crown from the 
head of the Irish. This is the final 
poll, and the Hall of Fame trophy 
goes to the winner—Central Cath­ 
olic. 
Little things played a big part 
as the teams jockeyed for posi­ 
tion in the poll during the year. 
Warren never recovered from a 
missed conversion which threw it 
into an opening 6-6 tie with Mans 
field. Niles McKinley was hurt in 
the same way — missed conver 
sions—in the 12-12 deadlock with 
Alliance. Sandusky also was tied 
twice 
as 
the 
Streaks 
finished 
fourth, and Middletown’s loss to 
Springfield South was by the con­ 
version route 
But at the finish there was no 
dispute—Central Catholic won it 
going away. 
Wyoming, coached by Bob Lew­ 
is, wound up with a 10-0-0 season, 
scored 446 points, didn’t allow a 
point, and didn’t get a point in 
the poll. 
Smithville, 
with 
quarterback 
Rick Stanley as the standout, won 
nine in a row for coach Gene 
Coleman. The school has only 145 
boys, 
and

weighs only 186. Canton South’s 
Frank Dugan scored 50 points in 
the 64-0 win over Cambridge in a 
downpour—a Stark County record 
Columbus Central (8-0) won the 
city title by besting Eastmoor, 
champ the last three seasons, 20- 
14. Youngstown Cardinal Mooney 
won the city crown by beating 
Chaney 48-6. The week before, the 
losers held 1961 champion Niles 
to a 14-8 decision. Youngstown 
North carries a 46-game winless 
streak into the 1963 campaign. 
Stewards Williams, 
Sandusky’s 
227-pound All-Ohio fullback, scored 
all five touchdowns and ran for 
222 yards in the rout of Admiral 
King. In three years he’s rushed 
for 3,050 yards—only 140 as

sophomore — while scoring 
touchdowns and 258 points.
